Reasons for Allowance 

The following is a statement of reasons for the Indication of allowable subject matter: the prior 
art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the fea- 
tures/limitations of applicant's Independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. More specifically, in regard to these independent claims. 

Independent Claim 1 the prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or 
fairly suggest an apparatus for enhancing the vision of a user comprising, inter alia, a focal 
modulating device adapted to focus light onto the retina of a users eye, while: '" alternating be- 
tween at least first and second focal states that are characterized by different, respective first 
and second focal depths, at a rate in excess of a flicker-fusion frequency of the user '' (Claim 1, 
Lines 4-6), taken together in combination with the totality of particular features/limitations re- 
cited therein; and 

Independent Claim 28 the prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or 
fairly suggest a method for enhancing the vision of a user comprising, inter alia, focusing light 
onto the retina of a users eye: ' Nn alternation between at least first and second focal states that 
are characterized bv different, respective first and second focal depths, at a rate of alternation 
that is in excess of a flicker-fusion freauencv of the user " (Claim 28, Lines 3-5), taken together 
in combination with the totality of particular features/limitations recited therein.

Cox (U.S. Patent No. 7,118,214 B2) discloses apparatus providing presbyopia correction In 
the form of a multifocal translating style alternating vision contact lens or a simultaneous vision 
style correcting lens; Blum et al. (U.S. Patent No. 7,018,040 82) discloses an electro-active con- 
tact lens system which provides vision correction of one or more focal lengths; Klein (U.S. Pat- 
ent No. 4,842,400) discloses visual apparatus to limit the instantaneous luminous intensity 
without reducing the field of vision which Includes liquid crystal modulator elements operated at 
frequencies in excess of the flicker-fusion rate of the user.
